“My object in now addressing you isto inform 
you that until my ‘father and myself saw the 
addiess in last night’s local press: we’ had no 
knowledge of its contents. . ' 

We were perhaps to blame ‘for omitting to 
make ourselves familiar with the address before 
we lent our names to it, ; 

We had no opportunity of doing so, nor was 
it submitted to us for our approval. 

Our only excuse for this. omission was that 


‘we apprehended the addréss would be in the 


usual adulatory form, and contain the usual 
flowery ‘Chinese compliments and wishes, and 
that it would abstain from all animadversions 
and aspersions on those for whom we always 
have the highest respect, esteem and admira- 
tion, + . ; 

My father.and [ nevér had any desire to 
belittle the good work of our-own’ Representa: 
tives on the Legislative Council of this Colony, 
nor had‘we any desire to press home the claims 
of the: Chinese’ to a larger share in the ad- 
ministration of public affaires. : 

We personally are perfectly satisfied with the 
existing ‘regime -and consider, that we were’ 
led. by the composer of the address into expres- 
sing views we never for a moment intended to 
express, : wey oS 

My father and I -particularly desire to re- 
pudiate the following passages in the address :— 

“You more fully represented their views, 
their opinions and their wants than did others 
who purported to speak for them.” “We make 
bold to say that you are better acquainted with 
our real''requirements than many of those 


‘whose knowledge of our language and whose. 


official status place them in a superior position 
for acquiring such information.” ' 

Whilst giving the Honorable T. H. White: 
‘head due cyedit for all he has done on behalf 
of the Chinese, we .must say that we do-not 
consider the first paragraph above quoted justi- 
fied, and we do not’sanction chat is nothing 
less than a direct reflection and an attack upon 
the unofficial mémbers of the Council repre- 
senting the Chinese. if :

* The China Squadron. 

The naval authorities of this country, remarks 
awriterin ¢he Morning Post, seem to have 
somewhat indefinite ideas as to the proper leve! 
of naval strength to be maintained in the Far 
East. Would it not be weil for the Admiralty 
to make up its mind on this subject, so that 
the British Squadron in Chinese and Japanese 
waters should bear some proportion to the 
interests to be protecied “or that may become 
involved? What those interests are everyone 
knows, but for our present ptrpose it is quite 
immaterial whether they: are important or the 
reverse, ‘The one thing certain is that vacilla- 
tion as to the strength of a naval force can 
never be wise as longas the conditions govern. 
ing the correlation of the strength of that force 
to ils duties remain unchanged, and that British 
interests in the waters of the Far East are, at 
any rate, not less important.than they were 
when te Micsorious and the Sarfleur were 
transferred from the Mediterranean to the 
China Station. But apparently the Admiralty 
has now ‘changed its mind as to the constitu. 
tion of the squadron, ‘and as to the necessily 
for the maintenace of a powerful British naval 
force in Far Eastern waters, Not only, is, the 
second-class and featily-armoured cruiser 4 pollo 
to take the place of a vessel incomparable 
superior in every way in the shape ‘of the Va- 
datinted, Wut the Vredorions is'to he altopether 
recalled. Even-when the Jerrréfe joins the 
flay of Sir Edward H. Seymour to take the place 
of the Powerful, the strehgth of the station will 
have been reduced by the loss of a battle-ship 
of the most capable class in the world, and by 
the substitution of a second-class cruiser poorly 
armed, for an efficient avmmoured cruiser, The: 
Aduiiralty may have been wrong in increasing 
the flect in the Far East in the first instance, 
and in giveng it the importance it his recently 
possessed. But this is not the opinion of obser: 
vers of the course of events in China. If, then, 


“two years ago it was necessary to materially 


strengthen. the China command, it would pe 
interesting to learn what political events have 
‘occurred in the intervening months to induce 
the Admiralty to. materially reduce the value 
of the force as. a fighting equivalent.
